Special Powers 


Act for North 


Criticised 


The bill to. amend the Special 
Powers Act was before the Northern 
Ireland House of Commons yester. 
day, on the second reading, when 
Mr. William Lowry, K.C., Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Home Affairs, stated that the 
new measure gave power to charge 
offenders on indictment, and pro- 
vided for sentences up to fourteen 
years, or a fine-oí £500 or both.

KILLED 
WHILE 
HUNTING 


AJOR LINDSAY, father of 
the Marchioness of Water- 
ford, was killed yesterday 

afternoon while hunting with the 
Waterford Hounds. e fell from 
his horse at a place between Jlonlea 
Co. Water- 


ford. 
The hounds were running at the 
time, and the first intimation of the 
accident was the riderless horse 
going back over the course. 
Members of the Hunt found m5“ 
Lindsay lying on the ground, e 
showed no signs of consciousness, 
and when a local doctor, and Dr. 


Coffey, of Waterford, arrived on the 


scene, they found life extinct. 

The remains were brought to 
Curraghmore House, Irish seat of 
the Marchioness of Waterford, where 
Major Lindsay and his wife had been 
staying with the Marchioness. 

Major Lindsay, who was eighty 
rears of age, was the son of the late 

ieut.-Col. Henry Gore-Lindsay and 
the Hon. Mrs. Lindsay, of Glasnevin 


House, Co. Dublin. 
His brother, Colonel Walter 
Lindsay, commanded the órd 


Battalion of the Dublin Fusiliers in 
the last war. ; 

Later it was learned that Major 
Lindsay had been crossing a bank 
when he fell from his horse. He was 
stated to have called for his 
daughter, who was riding a short 
distance away from him, but he was 
unconscious by the time that she 
reached him. An inquest was not 
deemed necessary, as the Major had 
been under inedical care for some 
time. 

Major Lindsay was nearly drowned 
while hunting with the Waterford 
Hounds in 1936. On that occasion 
the hunt had to cross a river by a 
ford, and Major Lindsay’s horse 
jumped into deep water, both horse 
and rider disappearing. Thev were 
swept downstream to shallower 
water, where both managed to 
scramble to safety.
